more like the underworld last week when the Youngblood 
political organization staged a sudden and violent raid on a 
Partisan house. 

The object of the attack was to seize a mimeograph. Except 
for the injuries sustained by two Partisans, the story reads like 
a comic gangster episode out of the 30's. 

The facts themselves are simple enough. 

The Youngbloods freely admit that they employed a “ruse” 
to gain entry into the Partisan House. About 8:30 pm, 
Youngblood Alex Brosgart arrived at the house and asked to 
see the Gestetner. 

They were told that only two Partisans, Charles and Richard 
Rathwell, were home. Alex was shown the machine and the 
supplies of paper, as well as the basement in which they were 
located. 

He was also told that since neither Charles nor Richard 
knew how to use this machine, it might be better to wait until 
later. 

Alex returned, with a woman, an hour later. As 
Richard took him into the basement to try and work the 
machine, the woman remained upstairs where she allowed four 

companions into the house. 

They ran down the stairs as Alex yelled: "We haven't come 
to use the machine, we've come to take it!" Richard ran down a 
short corridor to warn Charles of trouble, but he was caught 
from behind, and-as he puts it, "thrown across the room.’ 

He had time for a single snap-Kick before being dragged 


down and roughly subdued. Even this set of self-defense star- 


tled the Youngbloods, who claimed later that they had brought 
a large force as a deterrent to violence, as well as to carry the 
heavy machine out of the house. 

But the surprises were just beginning. 

Charles, in his basement room, was sleeping when the 
struggle started. His first reaction was anger, thinking that 
people from the house were making such loud noise.

Both groups claim they really own the machine. Alex and 
Sharman of the Youngbloods because they provided the money 
with which the machine was originally purchased, although at 
that time they were a part of the Partisan organization. 


The Partisans insist that the machine was given to their 
organization, and that no matter who owns it, the machine has 
been open to the community, including the Youngbloods. 


The Youngblood counter here is that the Partisans are 
"revisionist," and that their politics *mislead and confuse the 
people." 

The Youngbloods say that they can put the machine to "bet- 
ter use.’

"When we left the Partisans we told them we wanted the 
machine. They told us no, more or less from a position of 
strength," Alex commented. "It has only been recently that we 
have had the strength to get it back."

more frequent. 

"The Partisans have responded to the attack with a six-page 
paper entitled "Know your friends, know your enemies." 

“Таке a mindless worship of violence," it reads, "add an 
inability to distinguish friends from enemies in practice 
(rooted in sectarianism and elitism) and at best you come up 
with a potentially dangerous counter-revolutionary tendency, 
at worst a neo-fascist cult." | 

The crux of the Partisan position is concisely stated in the 
"Summation" of their paper. The first point is that the Gestet- 
ner "belongs" to anyone "trying to build a broad-based anti- 
imperialist movement." 

The second point states that "the Youngblood's error was 
not just in the unnecessary use of violence, in refusing to 
struggle out differences, in their lack of community accoun- 
tability, etc. It is precisely their elitist politics and ideology, 
rationalized by simple-minded mouthing of Marxist concepts, 
that is the problem. It is here that there must be rectification." 

Finally the Partisans say they are not “contemptuous of the 
people in Youngblood so much as we recognize their failure, 
both in leadership in cadre, to challenge the assumptions on 
which the group was founded. This is a problem of education 
and study. It cannot be resolved if the group is kept isolated 
and protected from the rest of the world." 

The Youngbloods, for their part, withdrew their scheduled 
speaker for Mayday and began stating publicly on Saturday 
that the action was "incorrect" and a "mistake." 

Some observers, recalling that Richard, Alex and Sharman 
have lived together, tended to put the raid on a more personal 
level. But both groups are quick to insist that the differences 
are "political" rather than "personal." 

Whatever the causes, the Youngblood action caused conster- 
nation and disappointment in radical circles, and seems to 
have dealt a serious blow to the frail self-confident of Van- 
couver's left community. 


important that principled criticism 
follow even this apparently unprincipled 


Several weeks ago, this newspaper 
carried a feature story on the 
Youngbloods. It concluded with. the 
remark that "They (the Youngbloods) 
aren't as crazy as we thought”. 

Clearly, after last week's Youngblood 
"action", this statement bears com- 
siderable re-examination. 

The Youngblood rationale for their 
actions is simple, perhaps transparently 
so. “We really own the machine, we can 
put it to better political use, so we have 
the right to take it, by violence if 
necessary." 


` future critics of the Youngbloods? Will 


they too, be seen. as “revisionist”? 

The timing of the attack, when the 
Youngbloods and Partisans were 
working cooperatively, will seriously af- 
fect the basis of trust of Youngblood 
alliances in the future. 

Violence and provocative acts should 

low, if they occur at all, not pre- 
cede, principled debate over a point of 
disagreement. Yet the Youngbloods ad- 
mit that they have not discussed the 
Gestener with tlie Partisans for months. 

But there is another side to the 


Many people saw fit to denounce the 
Youngbloods as “ neo-fascists" or 
“hoodlums” without ever criticizing the 
group in person. 


Surely this is a tactical error, for if the 
Youngbloods are neo-fascist, and if their 
organization continues to grow (which it 
shows every indication of doing), then it 
will be a serious threat at some future 
time. 


If the Youngbloods are not neo- 
fascist, if they are simply mis-guided or 
lacking in meaningful ideology, then it is

They meet wholesome people 
with wholesome ideas."

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Simon Fraser University lost its legal 
suit against John Juliani, former SFU 
theatre resident. John Juliani won part 
of his legal counter-suit against the SFU 
administration. Dennis Roberts, SFU 
Public Relations Officer, said the univer- 
sity would not report or comment on 
Justice Gregory’s decision. “We only 
report good news.” Juliani admitted he 
was surprised at the decision: “I found 
myself in the position of tilting at wind- 
mills and having them actually fall 
over.” 
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Juliani for breach of contract and 
trespassing on President Kenneth 
Strand's property, claiming Juliani not 
only had been forbidden but had agreed 
not to walk on the cloud-shrouded 
mountain. Justice Gregory said there was 
no valid contract, Juliani therefore 
didn't break what didn't exist. The injun- 
ction to enforce the contract consequen- 
tly was invalid; Juliani didn't pass where 
he shouldn't pass.

Justice Gregory also awarded Juliani 
costs. This is no loss to the personal 
pocket of $40,000-a-year Pres. Strand or 
to the university legal firm of Shrum (son 
of Hydro-Shrum, first SFU Cancellor) 
and partners. Costs will come from the 
taxpayers’ pockets. With the estimated

by President Strand and associates on 
previous purges of SFU faculty, there 
should be a case for misuse of public 
funds. 


GREENPEACE $ 


The Greenpeace Foundation has 
released its income and expenditure 
statement for the period June 1970 to 
Dec. 31, 1971. 

Irving Stowe, a founder of the Don’t 
Make A Wave Committee (now known 
as the Greenpeace Foundation) announ- 
ced that a Vancouver firm of chartered 
accountants have completed the 
statement and «he Foundation would 
release the figures to the public since it is 
by public funds the Greenpeace is able to 
continue. 

Income totalled $62,703 and was 
made up of the following: a benefit con 


$683 in donations, less expenses of — 


$1,61l. Donations, button sales and sun- 
dry brought $20,494, and grants from 
the Eldridge Foundation, Palo Alto 
Friends Meeting, Eugene Friends 
Meeting and the Sierra Club brought 
$6,000 each, amounting to $24,000. In- 
terest on short term loans was $1,045. 

Expenditures totalled $53,025, and 
were made up of the following: accom- 
modation and travel for public meetings 
was $1,262, telephone and telegraph 
costs were $6,183, with miscellaneous 
(supplies) costs at $2,765. Greenpeace 
voyages I and II cost $47,205 (including 
$24,000 in charter fees, $10,619 for fuel, 
and $7,981 for food and supplies) less 
$4,390 returned by media representatives 
for their passage on the ships.

I was coming along Powell Street when I saw a Police Patrol 
Car parked at curb in front of 333 1/2 Powell Street, one of- 
ficer in car on driver’s side - Wagon (large one) came and 
parked behind patrol car. 

О in Patrol Car got out and went up steps at 333 1/2 
Powell. and assisted man down stairs and to wagon. 

Other officer on stairs suddenly spoke to person sitting on 
stairs, saying, "Come on! Move!” and grabbed him and pulled 
him off stairs then threw him head first down 3 steps and grab- 
bed his collar and dragged him down 10 steps to sidewalk and 
along sidewalk to wagon, about 50 feet. 

There were 2 officers with wagon plus the 2 men from Patrol 
Car so the officer on stairs could have called for assistance in- 
stead of manhandling person on stairs.

Fred Ferdman, UBC mathematics in- 
structor and member of the Com- 
munist Party of Canada (Marxist 
Lenninist), has been the victim of 
political deportation from Canada. 
His deportation came around May 3 
and was carried out by the RCMP un- 
‘der the direction of Solicitor-General 
Jean Perre Goyer whose job with the 
government now amounts to directing 
undercover campaigns against 
political dissenters. (Hoover is dead 
long live Goyer). 

The case is important for many 
reasons. First and foremost it is an act 
of political repression against Ferd- 
man. It stems from charges laid 
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CANADIAN RESIDENT AND LAN- 
DED IMMIGRANT FOR 3 1/2 years 
MADE APRIL 20, 1972. 

Today I am facing immediate depor- 
tation at a hearing of the Immigration 
Appeal Board in Ottawa. I am accused 
on charges based on “trespassing” at 
the University of British Columbia 
" where I am a post graduate student and 
teaching assistant. And I am also ac- 
cused on the basis of my political 
beliefs, which are against US im- 
perialism and in support of the Com- 
munist Party of Canada (Marxist- 
Leninist). Two Government Ministers, 
Solicitor General J.P. Goyer and (for- 
mer) Minister of Manpower and Im- 
migration Otto Lang, have forbidden 
the Appeal Board to squash or even 
stay or delay my deportation, as they 
have labelled me a threat to the 
“national interest" based on secret 
*security intelligence reports" whose 
contents I am not allowed to know. 
These acts have raised the indignation 
of many people. In two days over a 
third of the faculty of the UBC math, 
dept. as well as many graduate 
students and secretaries have signed a 
petition opposing the *political depor- 
tation of Fred Ferdman". Several 
professors, including the head of the 
UBC Political Science Dept., Dr. 
Walter Young, have written letters to 
Goyer or to the Immigrxtion 
authorities protesting their actions. 
There has been a demonstration 
against this deportation. It is clear 
recently there have been many more 
such deportations of people for op- 
posing US Imperialism ап"  pporting 
the Communist Party Canada 
(Marxist-Leninist); for example: Susan 
Herzog last week and earlier, Fred 
Mason, Anne Briggs, Sarah Herrinck, 
Harsh Chadha, Mary Hofman, Alan 
Scott, Rosemary Cruise, etc. etc. I 
have no regrets. My views are well- 
known to thousands of students at 
UBC, including the 532 students who 
voted for me when I had the honor of 
running as the candidate of the anti- 
imperialist student group, the UBC 
Popular Student Front, for President

against him by the administration of 
UBC for “trespassing”. Ferdman was 
selling copies of a CPC (M-L) 
newspaper in a University residence 
when the Royal Cops were called in to 
remove him. Subsequent events led to 
a trial over the matter. (see Ferdman's 
statement) 

The state's action against Ferdman 
has other serious implications. One of 
the most obvious is the fact that the 
material presented here occurs after 
the fact. The GRAPE has had Ferd- 
man's statement for two weeks. The 
left has ignored  Ferdman's 
predicament entirely when it cannot 
afford to do so. State power with its 
feet of clay presents a formidable

If political persecution and 
the threat of deportation is the price 
immigrants have to pay to oppose US 
domination and to support com- 
munism, the price of taking a stand for 
what is just and against what is unjust, 
I and many more immigrants wil! 
eagerly come forward to fight for our 
rights and to sacrifice for the 
liberation of our adopted country. 
And we will see if this Ottawa govern- 
ment that so abjectly extends the red 
carpet of “welcome” to Nixon will pay 
the price the patriotic Canadian 
people will exact from it. 

In more detail, the two charges that 
the deportation order of June 4, 1971 
against me are based on are as follows: 

1) That I have been convicted of an 
offense. : 

On Jan. 19, 1970 I was selling a 

progressive student paper, Student 
Front, Vol. 1 no. І and discussing 
politics with fellow-students at Totem 
Park Residence, UBC. Some reac- 
tionary administrators objected to my 
political views. They didn’t think that, 
although I am a student at UBC, I had 
any right to discuss politics with the 
other students. So they called me a 
“trespasser” and had an RCMP officer 
and some campus police assault me 
and drag me out. I was convicted of a 
“criminal offense” for this although, 
according to the prosecutor, Iwasn’t 
guilty of anything unless Iwas also 
guilty of “trespass.” at the school at 
which I am studying. 
ll) That I have “become a person who, 
if you are applying for admission to 
Canada, would be refused by reason of 
our being a member of the 
prohibited class described in 
paragraph S(m) of the Immigration 
Act namely, a person concerning 
whom there are reasonable grounds for 
believing that you are likely to engage 
in or advocate subversion by force or 
other means of democratic govern- 
ment, institutions or processes as they 
are understood in Canada.” 

Since late ‘69 I have been active 
against US imperialism. I have talked 
to thousands of UBC students, sold

front. Its tactics with the 
revolutionary left have remained fairly 
consistent throughout history --divide 
and smash. 

The CPC (M-L) has been one group 
with which this tactic has been carried 
out. Two years ago Bill Spikula.of the 
CPC (M-L), was put in Riverview men- 
tal hospital. His “Neurosis” was op- 
position against capitalism and US im- 
perialism. (No doubt psychiatric 
jargon was found to build a case for 
his “mental illness’. Now Ferdman has 
been expelled from the country. Other 
cases exist against the CPC (M-L) 
specifically. 

The central question arises: What is 
the response of the Left to such goings 


on. The left in Canada and in Van- 
couver is divided. There are some 
united groups such as the CPC (M-L). 
While we may disagree with their 
political style, programs or whatever it 
becomes apparent that a campaign. of 
political repression on the part of the 
state must be opposed. The Left has 
been unable to mobilize against these 
instances and the CPC (M-L) remains 
a straw person against which the state 
can use extreme reprexsion (Today 


CPC (M-L), tomorrow....? 
Ferdman has been dragged through 


. the courts for some time now. His 


statement appears below as an account 
of what has happened.

progressive papers, taken part in many 
demonstrations, etc. The entire 
evidence for the above charge, 
however, is two lines torn out of con- 
text from the transcript of my 
“trespass” trial in *70.. One line says 
that I regard valid reasons for actions 
as more important than obedience to 
authority and the other refers to the 
use of force to oppose US imperialist 
domination of Canada and to defend 
the Canadian people's democratic 
rights. In my opinion, however, these 
two lines are just being used as a red 
herring. What this second charge 
amounts to is simply that I oppose US 
imperialism and support communism. 
Is it not absurd to say in count l( that I 
should be deported for having 
political discussions in Totem Park 
Rsidence, UBC and in Count 11) to say 


. that I, and not the Immigration., Dept, 


oppose *democratic institutions"? 

As to the certificate from Ministers 
Goyer and Lang which labels me a 
threat to *national interest", this is 
just character assassination as no 
grounds are given. Solicitor General 
Goyer! You head a whole new unit 
of the secret political police. Can't 
you back up your opinions with fact. 
Why are you so afraid of giving 
reasons so that the entire Canadian 
people can judge for themselves the 
issues involved? Could you be afraid 
to show people that you are following 
the *69 Royal Commission on Security 
which clearly states that it considers 
part of Canadian “national interest” to 
be defending the security of the US 
overlords (pp. 8-9, pt. 25)? 

As I have pointed out above, my 
case is just one of many. Їп more 
detail, some of the other examples are: 


1) Susan Herzog 

She was a Canadian resident for 3 1/2 
yrs. She was deported last week on the 
basis of several political convictions. 
For example, after being fired on 
political grounds from a factory job in 


_ Edmonton, she went back to the factory 


to discuss her case with fellow-workers 
on their lunch hour. .So he was convic- 
ted of "tresspass". She is a supprter of 
the Comunist Party of Canada (M-L) 
and of the Canadian People's United 
Front Against U.S. Imperialism. 

2) Subir Roy 

He has been in Canada 18 years, since 
he was 6 in fact. His deportation order 
is based on two minor "criminal", ac- 
tually political, offences. In one he was 
convicted of common assault for defen- 
ding himself when attacked by a racist 
thug. The other conviction wasfor 


illegal assembly: he participated in а. 


demonstration against US aggression in 
Indo-China and in celebration of the 
first anniversary of Chairman Mao's May 
20th statement, entitled "People of the 
World! Unite and Defeat the US 
Aggressors and АП their Running Dogs" 

3) Mary Hofman | 

In another outrageous case, the Dept. 


_ of Immigration was so anxious to deport 


Mary Hofman for taking part in а 
demonstration against the US invasion of 


Cambodia on May 9, 1970 in Toronto, 
that they issued an order before they cld 
find a country to deport her to. She is 
not a citizen of any country and the im- 
migration officials are still looking for a 


country to deport her to. 


And many more examples could be 
given. 

The Immigration Dept. 
these deportations in an arbitrary, 
kangaroo court fashion. My 
"inquiry board consisted of one im- 
migration official who acted as judge, 
jury and prosecutor combined. The 
hearings are also held in secret, which 
allows the Immigration Dept. to lie in 
public about what happens in private. 
(For example, in my case I have a signed 
statement from Vancouver Sun reporter 
Robert Sarti saying that the source of the 
(incorrect) information in the Sun about 
my case was the local Immigration - 
public relations officer, Murray Perry.) 

Canada is a land of immigrants. Ex- 
cept for Native Indians and Eskimos, 
everyone is an immigrant or descendant 
of an immigrant. When the English 
colonialists came over to Canada, they 
stole the land and resources from the 
Native Indians and Eskimos and impor- 
ted labouring people to be exploited. 
Under US domination, these man-eating 
policies have continued. 

Since its founding, the Dept. of Im- 
migration has been a tool of the foreign 
domination of our land. For example: 


carries out 


. first Chinese labourers were imported to 


slave for CPR under conditions so cruel 
that it is said that under every mile of 
CPR track through the Rocky Mountains 
a Chinese body lies. Then the Im- 
migration Authorities labelled these 
workers as "outsiders" or "undesirable 
Asiatics”. Deportation is kept as а 
weapon that can be used to threaten 
almost the entire Canadian population. 

In the 1930's native-born citizens were 
deported. And to this day, the lm- 
migration Dept. persists in illegally 
deporting Native Indians, violating their 
treaty rights to freely cross the Canada- 
US border when it divides their 
traditional lands 

into two parts. The Canadian people 
have had no rights they haven't fought 
for. 

I protest this fascist weapon against (Пе. 
Canadian people called deportation. 
Except for imperialist agents, all im- 
migrants should be able to exercise their 
political and social rights without any 
threat of deportation whatsoever. As to 
my own case, I challenge Ministers 
Goyer and Lang and the Immigration 
Authorities; If you are man enough, you 
will stop hiding behind secrecy and 
openly disclose the content of your 
"security intelligence reports" and the 
real reasons you are politically depor- 


ting me. 


Denounce political and social depor- 


tations! 


Immigration Authorities, Ministers

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ireland:

The shipment of tanks and 420 tons of 
ammunition through Vancouver harbour 
bound for use in training British troops 
in Suffield, Alberta, makes it clear that 
what's happening in Ireland is directly 
relevant to Canadians Apparently, the 
Anelo-Saxon establishment in Northern 
Ireland thinks so anyway since the for 
mer -aristocratic premier, Captain 
Terence O'Neil, will be speaking to UBC 
Alumni at the Hotel Vancouver on May 
18. Most Canadians are grossly ignorant 
or misinformed about the current 
situation in Ireland. Most radical 
coverage hasn’t helped make it easier to 
read between the lines of the establish- 
ment press since it’s usually 90 percent 
ancient history. Below is the first in a 
two - part series which tries to deal with 
the questions most people seem to want 
answered about the present situation. 


WHY ARE THERE TWO 
IRELANDS, NORTH AND SOUTH? 

Ireland as a whole has been а colony 
of England for centuries. Anglo- 
Norman invasions began in the I2th cen- 
tury, but the decisive conquest and set- 
tlement by force was led by William of 
Orange in the l7th century. 

Ireland had been a Catholic-based 
culture since the fifth century. The in- 
vaders were led by Anglican Protestants. 
Conquest was carried out in typical im- 
perialist fashion: peasant resistance was 
met with genocidal war that annihilated 
hundreds of thousands of people in- 
discriminately; 


the culture and religion were suppressed; 
plantations, like those in the Southern 
United States, were set up after the 
peasants were driven off the land into 
emigration or the hills and barren land; 
lower class Presbyterians were brought 
from England to become settlers on the 
plantations to work for the Anglican 
aristocracy; 100,000 Catholic Irish 
peasants were sent in slave ships to the 
Barbados. 

Ireland's economy followed the 
classical colonial pattern up to the First 
World War: a semi-feudal agricultural 
economy that cannot even feed its own 

‘ population after the landlords rip off 


their rent, very little industrialization ex- ^ 


cept where it served specific needs of the 
British economy, cycles of famine and 
emigration all of which retarded the 
growth of any sizable working class in 
the towns. 

In 1921, England responded to a 
popular armed revolutionary upsurge 
and the formal declaring of a Republic 
ofall Ireland by a majority of the elec- 
ted in the elections to the British 
Parliament with Partition. Lloyd 
George ce-opted some of the IRA and 
Republican leaders into accepting in- 
dependence for the South as a ‘Free 
State’ pledging allegiance to the king. 
The exact boundaries with the North 


would be decided by a Boundary Com- 
mission which the Irish signators of the 
treaty professed to believe would decide 
to exclude only the densely Protestant s 
settler areas from the Free State. The 
North would not be viable as a separate 
entity and would soon join the Free 
State. But large Catholic peasant areas 
were included and the north remained 
vidble. 

Thus Ireland was not only England’s 
first colongy, she was also the first 
neocolony. Partition allowed the rise of 
a weak native capitalist class in the South 
merging with the generally bigger 
Protestant capitalists which would be 
totally dependent economically on 
Britain as before but politically more 
stable. The North had to remain 
separate to guarantee the Protestant set- 
tlers relative privileges over the Catholic 
peasants because the North was to be 
more heavily industrialized as a subor- 
dinate part of the Liverpool-Glasgow 
axis (mainly shipbuilding and textiles). 
The Protestant settlers and some 
Catholic peasants had to be 
proletarianized and the maintenance of 
cultural and relative economic privileges 
was assured for the settlers to keep them 
as loyal workers. 

The Orange Order dominated always 
by the upper class Anglicans was set up 
specifically by England to perpetuate the 
idea among the settlers that they were 
superior because of their Protestant 
culture. This didn’t always work. Wolf 
Tone, a middle-class Presbyterian, led 
an abortive rebellion of both peasants 
and settlers in 1798 against English rule. 
But generally England was successful in 
fostering Protestant religious racism or 
sectarianism and the peasants reacted by 
reaffirming their identity in terms of the 
traditional Catholic native culture. 


WHAT HAPPENED TO THE CIVIL 
RIGHTS MOVEMENT OF 1968? 


1968 was the year of the Columbia sit- 
in in the U.S., May-June in France. 
Most Canadians heard that things were 
also happening in Ireland at the end of 
the same year: civil rights demon- 
strations, student marches, а brilliant 
student orator with the name Bernadette 
Devlin. 

The issues - the demand by Catholics 
for an end to discrimination in voting, 
jobs and segregated housing seemed 
reasonable enough and the parallel with 
the early sixties black civil rights 
movements in the States was obvious. 
The election of Bernadette Devlin - a 
radical and a working class Catholic - 
looked to some to be a breakthrough and 
our attention turned elsewhere. 

Then all of a sudden the scene 


changed . . Instead ofstudent sit-ins and: 


mass civil rights marches dedicated to 
non-violence the papers talked about the 
underground Irish Republican 


Army(IRA), barricaded ghettoes and 


terrorist bombings. What happened? 

The Northern Ireland Civil Rights 

Association (NICRA) started in June 
1968 by exposing some of the grosser 
examples of discrimination by the govt. 
housing authority. Queen's University in 
‘Belfast, opened to greater numbers of 
Catholics by Harold Wilson's Labour 
government after the 1966 elec- 
tion, saw the birth of a new left student 
movement with large Protestant member- 
ship and primarily Catholic leadership. 
The student group decided to join the 
civil rights struggle as People's 
Democracy (LD) with the object of 
making it more militant and radical but 
still non-violent. | 

NICRA was to a large extent 
ideologically dominated by conservative 
Communist Party members (the CPI is 
the only sizable Irish political party left 
or right which has never picked up arms 
for any part of its history) and middle- 
class Catholic and Protestant liberals. 
PD wanted to broaden the issues beyond 
NICRA's focus on voting rights and 
democratic rights of free speech and 
assembly to deal with economic rights, 
hoping to reach Protestant as well as 
Catholic workers. Their slogan was 
People's democracy: one man, one job, 
one vote; one family, one house". 

PD's committment to non-violence 
was sorely tested right from the start 
when their October 5 demo in Belfast 
was disrupted by the intervention of 
5050 Protestants, stirred up by right 
wing populist Rev. Ian Paisley. The 
police refused to stop the harassment of 
the peaceful demonstrators. 

Confrontation just increased the 
dedication to non-violent militancy. 
When NICRA called off a demon- 
stration to give Northern Ireland 
Premier O'Neil a chance to implement 
reforms he had vaguely hinted at on TV 
Peoples Democracy decided to go it 
alone in a planned march from Belfast to 
Derry. The "Long March" was attacked 
at Burntollet bridge by angry 
Orangeman (many of whom turned out 
to be members of the para-military B- 
specials police auxilliary force out of 
uniform) armed with clubs and rocks. 
The brutalization of the unarmed 
students was broadcast on TV and when 
the march arrived in Derry the whole of 
the Catholic Bogside ghetto was out to 
meet them. Another incident provoked 
a riot and barricades were thrown up 
around the Bogside tokeep the aroused 
Orangement out of Catholic homes. The 
barricades came down days later. 

On April 17, 1969, Bernadette Devlin 
was elected to the British Parliament in 
Westminister. She had campaigned on a 
socialist and republican platform having 
Ist her name stand when the Nationalists 
and Republicans looked like they would 
both run and split the vote to let the 
Orange Unionist party candidate win. 

Two days later a NICRA demo was at- 
tacked. Police as usual, used the excuse 
to attack the Bogside and Samuel Deven- 
ney was beaten to death in his living 
room. 

On April 215, the British govern- 
ment announced that British troops 
would be used to guard key in- 
stallations (just like jwesmount and 
downtown  bueinesses were pro. 
tected’ mlin Quebec in October '70) 
ce the police were already spread too 
thin. 

Marchers on the annual Orange 
religious parade, the Apprentice Boys 
March, provoked some síreet kids in 
the Bogside with their taunts and a riot 
was ssoon in progress.  Barricades 
went up and the Bogside resdients 
repelled successive police charges of 
CS gas and Orange volleys of stones 
and firebombs byreplyingin kind. 
Bernadette symbolically smashed the 
the idea that the battle would be f 
ught in Westminister when she was

photographs throwing patrol bombs 
and building barricades. Angry at the 
deating the police were taking in 
Derry, Orange mobs joined the B-Sp 
ecials and the police in an attack on 
the Falls Road getto area of Belfast. 
In the aftermath there were six dead, 
hundreds injured and whole streets of 
houses burned out. 

The British sent in troops. Later the 
B-specials were to be replaced by the 
more ‘professional’ Ulster DEFENCE 
Regiment under direct command 
of British officers. - The 
lice were to be disarmed and the 
British troops took on more and more 

both the policing and military tasks- 
themselves. British minister 
Gallaghan talked down the barricades 
with vague promises for the last time. 

At first the foreign troops were 
tolerated with the hope that they 
would protect the Catholic ghettoes 
from attack. But with the electon of a 
new Tory government in June of 1970 
the army's passive role changed into an 
active one. 

The Tories 

wanted to root out theIRA which it 
deceived itself into believing were the 
master conspirators. This meant house 
to house searches, aggressive 
patrolling and hostitlity. 

The IRA was not the master con- 
spirator behind the events of*69. The 
failure of the IRA to military defend 
the 
ghettoes from pogrom attacks and the 
aggressive role of the British army 
provoked a split in the IRA. The 
majoriy faction, later known at the 


‘Officials’, concluded that the 1956-62..— — 


‘border campagin', which had tried 
and failed to aruse the population with 
bombings of police stations, roads and 
b ridges 

, had shown that the IRA was 
weakest in its carrying out of the 
political tasks of expleining their ob- 
jectives to the people. They proposed 
that the IRA adopt a socialist 
programme and conduct open 
agitation around economic and civil 
rights issues. They joined and s 
on dominated NICRA. 

The minority faction, soon to be 
called the Provisionals or Provos, 
decided that the main weakness was 
military and decided to begin a coun- 
ter-offensive to defend the ghettoes 


against pogroms апа troop 
harassment. 
The pattern of events f 


om then on are more familiar to most - 
people. Internment in Long Kesh, 
McGilliggan and especially the Maid- 
stone ship jails provoked more bbom- 
bings and sniping at troops in the few 
months after August 9771. 

Barricades went up in virtually all 
the small towns in the Six Counties of 
Northern Ireland. Peope's 
Democracy, by this time a disciplined 
cadre organization and Provo-oriented 
Republicans started to build units of 
the Northern . : 

Resistance Movement (NRM) 
based on the street committess that 
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were springing upas a more militant 
alternative to NICRA in each com- 
munity. People's courts were set up to 
add to the growing list of alternate in- 
sitiutions that are the embryo of a 
PRG like in Vietnam. 

January 30, 1972 was Boody Sun- 
day in Derry. Thirteen NICRA mar- 
chers were shot in the back at point- 
blank range. The aipointed Widgery 
tribunal whitewashed the role of the 
Paratroop regiment n the killings. 
Political 
bservers lser deduced ,(based on 
newsmen's tape recordings of the rally) 
t at army allegations that the IRA 
fired first were lies Apparently it was 
a cold and crude attempt by the British 
army to ‘flush out’ the IRA people in 
the crowd by the provocation of 
shooting at the crowd 
provocation of shooting at the crown 
from the protection of armoured cars. 
Agents were deep in the crowd to ob- 
serve who responded and in what way. 


Bloody Sunday provoked the 
greatest mass upheavals in all of 
Ireland since the 1913 general strike. 
Ports, planes and industries were 
paralyzed by spontaneous walkouts 
throughout the whole country. British 
newspapers were boycotted.  Mzss 
demonstrations in front of the Dritish 
Embassy in Dublin of up to 
ne hundred thousand people for two 
days led to repeated firebombings and 
finally a massive gelignite explosion 
which was ignited in full view of the 
police and thousands of demon- 
strators. The t ird day saw endless 
rows of marchers carrying black flags 
as the thriteen were buried. 


IS IT A WAR BETWEEN CLASSES 
OR IS IT A SECTARIAN FEUD BET- 
WEEN CATHOLICS AND 
PROTESTANTS? 


The hstorical basis for the develop- 
ment of the split between the Protestant 
settlers and the Catholic peasants is

ost of the Protestants are concen- 
trated in the North but the five to ten 
percent of the Southern Irish work force 
that is Protestant is not discriminated 
against. and think of themselves as Irish- 
men. The laws on divorce, abortion and 
contraception are conservative but this is 
true of lots of other reactionary 
capitalist countries where the, influence 
of the Catholic church is less strong. 
Church and State are separate and the 
sex laws are applied equally to 
Protestant and Catholic. 

The business class in both North and 
South is largely Protestant, but this is 
more because the country is controlled 
by foreign (50 - 60 percent Bctish, 20 - 
30 percent native Protestant and 
Catholic, 10 - 15 percent Canada and 
U.S., 5 - 10 percent West European and 
Japanese in the Sourth; figures are more 
difficult for the North since Ulster 


residents are counted as Bitish but 
generally the English ‘foreign’ percen- 
tage is even higher) capital than anything 
else. The key is the colonial relationship 
to England. ;

There is a material basis to the relative 
‘privilege’ of the Protestant in the North 
which will not be removed until the 
reason for its creation in the first place is 
removed - the need for England to sub- 
jugate and control the people of Ireland. 

One thing is clear no matter how much 
more the Protestant worker has than the 
Catholic worker. The overwhelming 
majority of both Protestants and 
Catholics are workers who live 

an average income of slightly more than 
570 pounds ($1700) a year (New Left 
Review no. 55, 1965 p.30) It is both 
their interests to overthrow the imperial 
English masters and their native born 
gang of greedy businessmen and insen- 
sitive bureaucrats. 


Nevertheless right now the two 
groups live in very different worlds side 
by side. The Orange Order still exerts a 
powerful influence to encourage 
Protestants to feel that their culture is 
‘superior’. 


Partition guaranteed that the 
Protestants make up 60 percent of the 
population so up to now it has been easy 
for the Unionists to play on religious 
sectarianism to get 86 perpercent of the 
Protestants (and only 6 percent of the 
Catholics) to vote them into power at 
Stormont. Gerymandering takes cate of 
control of local city councils even in 
majority Catholic workingclass areas. In 
Derry, Catholics outnumber Protestants 
two to one, the local council has a 
predominance of Protestants over 
Catholic representataves to two to one. 


Employment discrimination is 
systematic - all the employer needs to 
know is the name of the religious school 
you went to or your last name. In the 
Belfast shipyards, ten thousand workers 
are Protestants and a mere ;ne hundred 
and fifty are catholic. It is not surprising 
that while Protestant unemployment is 
very high at 11 percent unemployment 
among Catholics is twice as high, 22 per- 
cent.

separate neighbourhood  ghettoes 
especially in the large towns. 


_ Hence religion corresponds to two 
distinct groups within the working class. 
The protestants live in separate areas in 
generally better homes often work in 
separate job sites, have a separate 
catholic school system. 


Protestant and Catholic workers are 
part of the same class; more than that, 
they are part ofthe same lrish nation 
which has seen both peasant and settler 
proletarianized and colonized.

A full squadron of British army tanks, 
an undisclosed number of Ferret ar- 
moured scout cars and other military 
vehicles, as well as 240 tons of am- 
munition are being currently unloaded 
from two Royal Fleet Transports: Sir 
Bevedere and Sir Geraint at Vancouver 
docks. 

But the sea-going gentry are meeting 
with a chilly welcome in Vancouver. 
The reason is the role played by the 
British Army in Ireland, particularly the 
'Bloody Sunday' of Derry when 13 unar- 
med civilians were mowed down by the 
Army. Last Saturday the arrival of Sir 
Bevedere provoked a three hour demon- 
strwion at the Centennial Pier. The 
demonstrators carried placards which 
called for 'an end to British 
colonialism', the withdrawal of all the 
British forces from Ireland and 
establishment of a ‘Free and United 
Ireland'.

Unexpectedly the operation is begin- 
ning tó meet with resistance in Canada.

REPUBLICANS RUN- 
NING SCARED - SAN 
DIEGO CONVENTION 
CANCELLED 


SAN DIEGO, Calif. (YIP) - A combi 
ation of massive anti-war organizing by 
the San Diego Coalition and first class 
muckraking by newspaper writers has 
forced Nixon’s Republicans to cancel 
their plans for a national nominating 
convention in San Diego. 

Ever since the Republican plans for 
the August convention were announ- 
ced, anti-war organizers have been plan- 
ning to bring a million people to the 
right-wing military city to protest the 
war-mongering of Nixon, et al. A 
Coalition of dozens of organizations was 
formed to co-ordinate demonstrations at 
the convention. 


The authorities, with tinancial aid 
from the Federal government, had 
assembled the most sophisticated crowd 
control arsenal in the history of the U.S. 
to deal with the demonstrators. Louis 
Tackwood, a police undercover agent 
who changed sides, revealed a police 
plan to plant bombs at the convention 
site with the aim of killing lower echelon 
Republicans and creating the hysteria for 
an official suspension of civil rights in 
the U.S. In spite of such intimidation the 
San Diego Coalition had won the con- 
fidence of the entire anti-war movement 
in the U.S. by providing a clear headed 
sensible vehicle for non-violent protest. 


The Republicans realizing the moral 
and numerical force the massive demon- 
strations against them would have has 


decided to transfer the entire convention | 


to Miami, Florida. The main effect of the 
move is to disorient the demonstrations.

The second factor in the Republican 
switcheroo is the muckraking that has 
been done about the Republican Party's 
private dealings and favours for private 
business interests in the convention city. 
San Diego is almost entirely controlled 
by a Republican clique who stood to 
make a considerable fortune and weild 
disproportionate influence at the con- 
vention. 

Coupled with this is the disclosure by 
Washington columnist Jack Anderson 
that International Telephone and 
Telegraph had donated $400,000 to the 
Nixon campaign in return for non- 
prosecution of charges in a multi-million 
dollar anti-trust suit. Anderson also un- 
covered the role of the Central In- 
telligence Agency and ITT in the 1969 
coup attempt in Chile. 

Similar disclosures by other magazines 
and columnists have deflated the phony 
respectability of the Republicans and 
necessitated a change of local and decor 
for Nixon's convention. 

Something was rotten in San Diego. 
No doubt the Zippies will make sure it 
smells just as bad in Miami. 


NIXON CAN'T WIN 


YORK, Pa. (UPS) - While the heroic 
people of Vietnam continue their offen- 
sive against U.S. imperialism on the bat- 
tlefield, the people of the United States 
continue to oppose the war on the 
homefront. 

The Citizens’ -Committee to 
Demilitarize Industry recently released a 
communique taking credit for the 
sabotage on the assembly line of hun- 
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the crown of the Douglas fir. If they аге 
cutting a tree near water, the trunk may 
split down the middle. If they are cut- 
ting in densely forested areas, they face 
danger of hitting other trees when the 
trunk they are clinging to sways back and 
forth. Closer to the ground they have to 
keep out of the way of falling tanks and 
branches. 

More than one out of four of the 
people killed on the job in B.C. are 
fallers, although they make up less than 
one in 650 of the province's work force. 

The Workmen's Compensation Board 
(WCB) sets a rate for every employer in 
B.C. to pay into the WCB fund accor- 
ding to how dangerous they judge the job 
to be. They use the same detailed 
methods to arrive at these percentages 
that insurance companies do. 

The figure for policemen - generally 
considered a dangerous job - is | percent. 
The figure for fallers is EIGHT TIMES 
that for cops. 


. All other jobs in the wood industry are - 


less than half as dangerous. Logging 
jobs other than falling run the highest, 
about 4 percent. (See box on acciden- 
tand death rates on this page). 

Safety conditions for fallers are bar- 
baric. The reason is cited by the fallers 
for the wildcat - there is no “standard 
pricing agreement". 

The fallers are the only workers in the 
wood industry who in practice have no 
collective bargaining rights Each faller 
has to make a specific deal with the local 
company man, or “bull bucker", in each 
camp on wages, safety practices and 
general working conditions. Thus they 
cannot call upon their union, the IWA, 
to give them any real backing to get basic 
safety and wage standards. 

The IWA has so far been largely 
unabel or unwilling to fight for effective 
collective aragaining rights on the job 
for fallers. Although fallers are on TV 
every other night, the IWA leadership 
has used the excuse of court injunctions 
to s2y practically nothing. 

The ffallers charge MacMillan- 
Bloedel and the other wood companies 
brought about the backward conditions 
in the first place. Before World War П, 
falling of trees was done with manual 
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dreds of “саѕіпрѕ for the MK 500 pound 
bombs from among shipments made for 
the U.S. military by the Amerikan 
Machine and Foundry Corporation in 


York, Pennsylvania.” 
The CCDI sent non-explosive parts о 
the bombs to various public figures as 

proof of their action. 

In the communique the CCDI said, 
“Our removal of these hundreds of 
bombs from the rain of terror now 
falling on Indochina does not in itself 
change war plans or war profits..." They 
took the action to act as a reminder to 
other Americans working in the defense 
industry of the destrictive and unsteady 
nature of their work and to show the 
complicity of the larger corporations in 
the automated air war in Indochina. 
They also wanted the people of In- 
dochina to know that millions of 
Americans oppose Nixon’s war and that 
“many of us are prepared to take prin- 
cipled action to stop it.” 


FRELIMO ZAPS TRAIN 


DAR-ES-SALAM, Tanzania (UPS) - 
FRELIMO guerrillas blew up a Cabora 
Bassa-bound train last month. According 
to a report in the Nationalist of Tan- 
zania: “Fascist authorities [in Mozam- 
bique] have not given the number of 
casualties but it has been reported that 
the whole engine, tender and eight 
wagons on the train were blown to pieces 
as they came across the well-laid trap of 
the FRELIMO fighters." The section of 
track where the train was hit has repor- 
tedly been blown up eleven times since 
last September. According to a report in 


the British Daily Telegram: “The road to : 


Cabora Bassa is now wholly tarred, 
making it more difficult to lay mines, but 
ambushes are still a danger. The 4,000 
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saws. It was profitable for the companies 
to refuse to pay fallers by the hour. They 
insisted on piece-work rates - payment 
according to how much wood you cut. 

In the 50's power saws and other 
*modern' equipment were introduced. 
The companies changed their tune since 
you could chop a lot more trees in the 
same amount of time. The method of 
payment used now is a compromise: part 
of the pay is according to piece-work 
rates (averaging $1.10 per thousand (m) 
board feet, compared to $2.00 1 m in 
1946) and part according to an hourly 
rate (averaging .60 cents above the IWA 
base rate). But - piece-work rate or 
hourly wages - they key factor. is that 
bargaining over specific rates is still 
done individually from job to job. The 
companies are apparently prepared to 
send eight hundred fallers to jail to keep 
it that way. It keeps down the money 
they have to pay out and it makes 
establishment of common safety and 
work standards next to impossible. 

Fallers do earn an average of $12.880 
a year (Dept. of Labour figures). But 
they have to work at such a pace and 
without real safety measures to do it that 
the average man lasts less than five years 
as a faller. 

The wood companies agreed in the 
1970 contract with the IWA to im- 
plement the Nemetz Report recommen- 
dations for a standard written pricing 
agreement and basic safety in 'scaling' 
practices. Since thex they have refused to 
act on the agreement. 

Instead, according to the fallers, they 
have used every tactic imaginable "from 
fiting rebellious workers to closing down 
camps" to stop the fallers from 
pressuring them into action. 

Now John Phillings, company 
spokesman, is promising to include the 
same agreement inthe 1972 contract if 
they'll go bank to work right away. (the 
log stocks are low - two weeks to a 
month - while prices are skyrocketing 
and the fire season is not far off) But the 
fallers have been that route before. 

Forty-one fallers died in 1970 (the last 
year we have figures for) . The 800 
fallers would rather risk a year in jail 
than become part of the 1972 statistics. 
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Europeans inhabiting Songo above the 
Cabora Bassa gorge are dependent on an 
airlift. Heavy materials go up the road by 
convoy.” FRELIMO guerrillas are 
determined to prevent construction of a 
dam on the Cabora Bassa, for the dam 


will bring electrical power and hence 
more white colonists to the area, which is 
the homeland of the people of Mozam- 
bique. Portugal, in league with South 
Africa, is the major architect of the dam 
scheme. 
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SALISBURY, Zimbabwe (Rhodesia) 
(UPS) - The racist Rhodesian govern- 
ment last week seized 66,000 newly prin- 
ted membership cards for Rhodesian 
blacks belonging to the African National 
Council, which formed to oppose the 
Salisbury-London settlement" of the 
question of recognition of and indepen- 
dence for the breakaway regime. The 
police declared the cards constituted an 
"undesirable publication." The ANC had 
effectively mobilized thousands of blacks 
to protest the racist "settlement" 
proposal.

Williams lived in Cuba, China and 
Tanzania before returning to the U.S. in 
1969 and setting up residence in 
Michigan where he felt he could avoid 
extradition to North Carolina on the 
kidnappning charges. _ 

During his exile Williams through his 
writings served as one of the major 
figures in promoting the upsurge of black 


militant in North America. For the past 
year he has been employed by the Centre 
for Chinese Studies at the University of 
Michigan. 

Extradition proceedings were brought 
against Williams when he first returned 
from exile in 1969 but legal appeals 
delayed any decisive action until now. 

COLUMBUS, Ohio (UPS) - Ahmed 


- Evans, on death row for two and a half 


years in Columbis, recently won an ap- 
peal hearing on his conviction. Evans 
was convicted by an all-white jury for 
allegedly conspiring to murder three 
white policemen and a civilian during a 
"shoot-out" July 23, 1968. Seven black 
people were killed in that "shoot-out" 
but the murderers of those Seven were 
never brought to trial. 

The Cleveland “shoot-out” received 
international publicity because it was the 
first time in recent memory that white 
policemen were killed in a racist assault 
on black people. 

Supporters of Evans are urging that he 
be given a new trial by a jury of his peers. 

NEW HAVEN, Conn. (UPS) - In a 
soon to be published book, former New 
Haven, Conn., police chief James. F. 
Ahern writes that he was “astonished” 
when Black Panther Party Chairman 
Bobby Seale was indicted for murder in 
New Haven. According to Ahern, there 
was no Solid evidence against Seale 
which would connect him to the murder 
of Panther Alex Rackley by a police 
agent. 
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Murray Taylor is not your average 
freak. He's a flackman for a national 
record company and he's been regularly 
employed for two years.

Taylor called Hydro and told a Mr. 
Tindall that he didn't have the money, 
but that he was regularly employed, Tin- 
dall said that he'd call Taylor back. He 
did. And he treathened to cut off 
Taylor's Hydro service within a week. 

Taylor bargained to pay half the 
deposit, and Tindall agreed. So Murray 
borrowed the money and mailed a check.

CHILEAN COUNTER- 
REVOLUTION UN- 
COVERED 


SANTIAGO, Chile (UPS) - A right- 
wing coup d'etat was uncovered recently 
by the Movement of the Revolutionary 
Left (MIR). The plot which implicated 
the entire rightist opposition to 
Salvadore Allende's democratically elec- 
ted Unidad Popular government was 
planned in four secret meetings attended 
by the fascist "Fatherland and Liberty" 
group, the ultra-right National Party, up- 
per echelon army officers, represen- 
tatives of the newspaper Mercurio and 
leading members of the "liberal" 
Christian Democratic Party. 

The plan of the rightist was to utilize a 
repetition of last December's "March of 
the Empty Pots" when many thousands 
of rich women staged a demonstration 
which was to end in mass rioting by 
right-wing paramilitary groups, as front 
for similar riots this year. Following the 
riots, five right-wing army units would 
seize strategic institutions and people. 

The plot, which was directed by the 
U.S. Central Intelligence Agency, was to 
take place in a period of crisis created by 
the U.S. sabotage of Chile's renegotiation 
of its foreign debt and the international 
manipulation of the copper (Chile's 
major resource) market. The rightist op- 
position was to create the basis for a 
“legal coup" through Allende's impeach- 
ment in the midst of a "constitutional 
crisis." | 

Although MIR, with the help of its 
clandestine agents within ultra right- 
wing groups, wasable to expose the im- 
plimentation of this plot by exposing 
secret documents to the press, govern- 
ment sources claim the coup attempt has 
only been delayed.

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BOLIVIA SMASHES AT 
LEFT 


The military government of Bolivia an- 
nounced April 5 that it had raided 20 
homes allegedly used by the National : 
Armq of Liberation (ELN), arresting 150 
suspects and killing two. The Bolivian 
government reported that it had wiped out 
"guerilla" activity, linking the arrests to 
the armed group once led by Che 
Guevara. Although ELN personnel may 
be involved , other sources believed that- 
the organization in question was the em- 
bryonic military apparatus of the newly 
formed. Anti-Imperialist Front, a united 
front of nearly all major left organizations 
and parties, formed after the fall of 
President Juan Jose Torres in a military 
coup last August. The head of the ELN, 
Chato Peredo, had been in exile in Chile 
since then, and the Bolivian regime 
charged that the Chilean government had 
aided in the preparation of a planned 
"invasion" by guerrilla troops from 
alleged bases in northern Chile. Also this 
week, the Bolivian government ordered 
the expulsion of 119 Soviet diplomats 
from the country, although there are only 
92 people attached to.the Russian em-, 
bassy. The discrepancy was made up by a 
list of names including Yevgeny Yev- 
tushenko, the Soviet poet who briefly 
visited Bolivia last year, and similar cases. 
They were uccused of giving support to 
"revolutionary Marxist elements." 


Bolivia president Hugo -Banzer and 
Brazilian president Emilio Garrastazu 
Medici, both generals, met on April 4 to 
sign agreements for Brazilian aid to 
Bolivia. The Brazilian government gave 
Banzer important military and financial 
aid last year while he was in exile, which
